THE future of 
Cowbridge’s cattle 
market is set for a 
period in limbo, 
after Labour 

became the domi¬ 
nant party on the 
Vale Council after 
last week’s elec¬ 
tions. 

This is because, in a 
last-minute move just 
before the elections, 
Labour pledged to scrap 
the LDP and start all 
over again. 

Other controversial 
schemes in Cowbridge, 
including housing devel¬ 
opments off St Athan 
Road, Ystradowen and 
St Nicholas, will be 
reconsidered and, if 
included in a new LDP, 
will be subject to anoth¬ 
er round of consultation. 

Although Labour 
does not have a majority 
- it has 22 seats, while 
the various opposition 
parties can total 25 - it is 
hard to see the now frag-

mented opposition com¬ 
ing together to outvote 
it.

In the case of the 
LDP, a rethink seems 
inevitable because Plaid 
Cymru, who took six 
seats on the council, has 
already come out and 


said it wants the LDP 
scrapped too. 

The former Plaid 
leader, Chris Franks, 
who has returned to the 
council after winning a 
seat in Dinas Powys, 
told The GEM: “If 
Labour forms the admin¬ 
istration, we will hold 
them to their firm com¬ 
mitment to scrap the 
flawed LDP.

How residents can have 
their say over planning 


A NUMBER of letters to The GEM 
have protested about the lack of 
democracy in the planning system 
and in the production of the Local 
Development Plan (LDP). 

The reality is that the planning system is primari¬ 
ly about enabling development, with a degree of 
public control, but basically allowing land owners 
and the market to use their assets. 

People often take the public consultation part of 
planning to mean that planning is democratically 
controlled by residents and councillors, but unfortu¬ 
nately it’s not the case. Planning decisions by coun¬ 
cillors are quasi-judicial and cannot be a party polit¬ 
ical decision; appeals are heard by planning inspec¬ 
tors, based on planning legislation, and Welsh 
Government politicians can’t interfere. 

There is some sense in the system being weight¬ 
ed in this way, because many developments would 
not be allowed by local residents and things would 
grind to a halt, but the balance is wrong. 

Most of our political debate is about balancing 
the rights of people to do what they want (including 
with their property/land) and the rights of other 
people who are affected by what might be done. In 
planning issues the initiative and the advantage is 
always with the developers taking action, or with 
the local authority developing the planning frame¬ 
work. Communities are usually on the defensive 
and late into the game, as with the Vale LDP, are 
left facing a mammoth, complex plan or design 
with little scope for influencing it. 

The only way that communities and residents can 
have a real say is if the local authority engages with

Respected Cowbridge campaigner, ‘a 
lovely person, and a very good friend’ 


IT is with the very deepest regret that 
we have to report the death of one of 
the most respected and prominent 
members of the Cowbridge communi¬ 
ty, Michael (‘Mike’) Meredith of 
Cowbridge 

Born in Clunbury, Shropshire, to Lily and 
Harry, he was educated at Bishop’s Castle 
Grammar school. 

His first job was as a reporter on the 
Tenbury Wells Advertiser, moving on to 
Barnsley and Cheltenham before working for 
ICI on their in-house paper in Welwyn 
Garden City. 

He moved to south Wales in the 1960s to 
work firstly for British Steel at Llanwern, 
and then British Coal in Llanishen, where he 
ultimately became head of press and public 
relations - a job that suited him well, with his 
keen eye for a story and his ability to get 
along with almost anyone. 

Mike was at British Coal during the min¬ 
ers’ strike, “a year of hell” as he described it. 
A socialist at heart, he found being on the 
management side hard. 

He formed a close working relationship 
with Philip Weekes, who lived locally, the 
director of the South Wales coalfield, a 
friendship which continued after retirement. 

In 1998, he suffered a severe heart attack 
but had an almost immediate by-pass opera¬ 
tion. It was fortunate, as this was a time 
when many others died whilst on the waiting 
list. 

In the early 2000s, he was called out of 
retirement for a year to head the BBC Wales 
press office, a last professional fling that he 
enjoyed enormously. 

Mike was involved in much campaigning 
and organising in Cowbridge. He was active 
in the Keep Cowbridge Special campaign 
that successfully saved the cattle market

from demolition. 

He worked tirelessly on the Physic Garden 
project and was skilful and persuasive in 
organising publicity for the project that 
helped to raise much needed funding. 

Mike believed that Cowbridge was a ‘spe¬ 
cial’ place. At the time of his death, he was 
still full of ideas and plans for the future of 
the town. 

Mike was also chairman of governors at 
Tynyrheol School, a small primary school in 
the Garw Valley and was immensely proud of 
the staff there and the progress that the 
school made. 

He was a kind and instinctively generous 
man, as any waiter or waitress would testify. 
Most of all he had an abiding love of people. 

He counted himself ‘Welsh’ for the purpos¬ 
es of rugby, but his real love was football and 
Shrewsbury Town which he was so happy to 
have seen promoted on the day that he was 
taken ill. 

He leaves a widow, Leo, son Giles and

daughter Sarah, as well as five grand chil¬ 
dren. He also leaves a great hole in the heart 
of our community, as everyone here at The 
GEM, which had a very close association 
with Mike over many years, can testify.

Tynyrheol Primary School headteacher, 
Martin Griffiths, said: “Everyone at 
Tynyrheol school is saddened by the loss of 
Mike Meredith, our chair of governors for 
the last seven years.

He made a great contribution to our school 
during his time on our governing body over 
15 years, including fundraising for our com¬ 
puter suite. 

“He was a major influence in making 
Tynyrheol the fine school it is today, and will 
be sadly missed by all the staff, governors 
and pupils.

‘Collage’ lecture 
at art society 


On Saturday April 
28 at 12.30pm a 
service of thanks¬ 
giving and praise 
was held in The 
Church of the Holy 
Cross, Cowbridge, 
to honour the mem¬ 
ory of lolo Davies, 
the last headmaster 
of Cowbridge 
Grammar School. 

The service, organ¬ 
ised by the Cowbridge 
Grammar School Old 
Boys Association, was 
attended by some 150 
people, including lolo’s 
family members and a 
huge number of his ex¬ 
pupils, many of whom 
had travelled from far 
and wide (even Canada) 
for the occasion. 

The service conclud¬ 
ed with the unveiling 
and dedication of a 
memorial tablet to lolo 


in the chancel of the 
church. 

A commemorative 
lunch at the Cowbridge 
Leisure Centre complet¬ 
ed the celebration of 
this extraordinary man 
who, as a teacher, 
boarding master and 
finally headmaster, 
devoted his life to 
Cowbridge Grammar 
School until its end in 
1973. 

To coincide with the 
commemoration of lolo 
Davies’ life, a biogra¬ 
phy has been published, 
written by ex-pupil and 
boarder Richard Lewis, 
entitled: ‘A Certaine 
Schoole Master'.

Cattle market future 
depends on new LDP 


(CONTINUED 
FROM PAGE 1) 
Speaking before the 
election, the Labour 
group leader, Coun 
Neil Moore, said that 
all aspects of the plan 
would be looked at, 
but he made it clear 
that, in Labour’s 
opinion, the eastern 
Vale was being asked 
to take too much of 
the housing alloca¬ 
tion. 

He said this was bad 
because of the loss of 
green spaces, and also 
because the develop¬ 
ment was going ahead 
with no regard to 
whether the roads and 
general infrastructure 
could cope with the 
increased number of 
residents. 

Another question that 
will arise is just how 
long Labour has to work 
on a new LDP. 

Coun Neil Moore 
told The GEM that it 
would take as long as 
was necessary, and had 
insisted that there was 
no formal deadline for 
lodging the plan with 
the Welsh Assembly. 

However, Coun Jeff 
James said that time was 
a major factor, because 
the LDP had already 
been delayed by 18 
months. 

This was because 
developers who wanted 
to build ‘Llandow 
Newydd’ - a develop¬ 
ment of more than 2,000 
homes, a school, shops 
and business space - 
took the Vale Council to 
court after Llandow 
Newydd was not includ¬ 
ed in the LDP as a can¬ 
didate site. 

He said that if the 
council fell too far 


behind the deadline, the 
Assembly could move 
in and take it over - a 
prospect Coun Moore 
dismissed. 

A GEM query to the 
Assembly at the time, 
asking for clarification 
over whether there was 
a firm deadline, did not 
receive a definitive 
answer. 

Labour are in control, 
of course, because it 
was a disastrous night 
for the Conservatives, 
who started the night 
with 25 councillors and 
ended with 11. 

It was a bloodbath, in 
particular, for the cabi¬ 
net members, where six 
out of 10 lost their seats 
(including the Leader, 
Coun Gordon Kemp). 

The only cabinet 
members to survive 
were Coun Jeff James, 
Coun Rhodri Traherne, 
and the two Cowbridge 
councillors, Coun Geoff 
Cox and Coun Hunter 
Jarvie. 

Although Couns Cox 
and Jarvie came under 
pressure as a result of 
public protests over the 
future of the cattle mar¬ 
ket, in the end the 
Conservative fortress 
that is Cowbridge saw 
off the siege quite com¬ 
fortably. 

However, their votes 
did fall compared to 
four years ago, when 
Coun Cox (1,751 votes), 
Coun Jarvie (1,593), 
and Coun Val Ellis 
(1,668) were miles 
ahead of Labour’s Alex 
Still, who polled 647. 

This year. Labour put 
forward two candidates, 
Alex Still again and 
Camilla Beaven, and 
they polled 854 and 920 
respectively. 

For the 


Conservatives, Coun 
Cox polled 1,334, Coun 
Jarvie 1,232, and 
Andrew Parker, who 
replaced Coun Ellis 
after she decided not to 
stand again, received 
1,188. 

The Conservatives 
blamed their losses else¬ 
where on a protest vote 
against the UK 
Coalition Government. 

But how much of the 
reduced Conservative 
vote in Cowbridge is 
down to that, and how 
much was down to the 
cattle market furore, is 
hard to quantify. 

One thing is clear, 
that the future of the cat¬ 
tle market (and of hous¬ 
ing developments in the 
area) now lies with the 
Labour party - with 
independents in Barry 
and Llantwit Major 
holding the balance of 
power if it were to come 
to a vote.

Conservatives lose 
control of Vale Council 
on night of despair 


Where Teddies dare,

THE Labour Party in 
the Vale of Glamorgan, 
which gained 10 seats in 
the local election but 
fell two short of an 
overall majority, is cur¬ 
rently in discussions as 
to whether it should run 
a minority administra¬ 
tion or work in coalition 
with another group. 

One thing the party 
has pledged is that it will 
not work with the 
Conservatives. 

Conn Neil Moore, the 
leader of the Labour 
group, told The GEM: 
“We had tremendous suc¬ 
cess throughout the Vale 
and that has been borne 
out by the fact that we 
have secured 10 extra 
seats and are now the 
majority party on the 
Vale Council with 22 
seats. 

“Obviously, we have 
not secured an overall 
majority and need to con¬ 
sider all options on work¬ 
ing to set up a new pro¬ 
gressive council.” 

Coun Moore said the 
party’s ‘positive pledges’ 
had won people over. 

“The Tories had four 
years to implement some 
of the things we prom¬ 
ised, like the re-introduc- 
tion of traffic wardens in 


towns, grime fighters to 
tackle the graffiti, dog 
fowling and litter prob¬ 
lems throughout the Vale, 
not to mention sorting 
out the appalling state of 
the roads.” 

Coun Moore also

“The result was very 
disappointing but clearly 
reflected the national 
trend which often occurs 
with the mid-term of the 
national Government - a 
Government which is 
failing to get across its 
message at the present 
time. 

“It is unfortunate that 
the problems left by the 
Labour Government 
seem to have faded so 
quickly from people’s 
minds and it is regret¬ 
table that so many coun¬ 


cillors who had served 
the community well over 
the years lost their seats 
as a consequence. 

“Whatever the com¬ 
plexion of the in-coming 
administration, it will 
inherit a well run council 
and I’m sure the 
Conservative group will 
hold it to account when¬ 
ever it is appropriate.” 

He added: “On a per¬ 
sonal note, I was disap¬ 
pointed by the Rhoose 
result, but we live in a 
democracy, and this will 
hopefully not prevent me 
from continuing to serve 
the community.” 

Six out of the 10 
Conservative Vale cabi¬ 
net members lost their 
seats - Councillors 
Dorothy Turner, Anthony 
Ernest, Tony Hampton, 
Paul Church, Janice 
Charles and Gordon 
Kemp. 

Labour now has 22 
councillors; the 

Conservatives have 11; 
Plaid has six ; Llantwit 
Lirst Independents have 
four; there are three inde¬ 
pendents; and IJ KI P one 
councillor. 

But the damage to the 
former ruling party was¬ 
n’t just inflicted by the 
Labour Party. 

Coun Kemp fell to an 
independent in Rhoose. 
Philip Clarke polled 882 
votes to Gordon Kemp’s 
727. In the same Rhoose 
ward, Coun Jeff James, a 
former Vale Leader him¬ 
self, retained his seat 
with 810 votes.

mer Assembly Member 
Chris Pranks, who 
topped the poll with 
1,515 votes. 

Baruc ward remains a 
Plaid stronghold, but 
elsewhere the party was 
squeezed and in some 
wards trailed behind the 
independents. 

Llantwit Major saw a 
clean sweep with four 
Llantwit Lirst 

Independents being 
returned for the first 
time. The Tories’ Coun 
John Clifford, the current 
Vale Mayor, missed out. 

Coun Richard Bertin 
was returned by voters in 
the Court ward despite 
his switch from Labour 
to the independent fold. 

There appears to be an 
‘independent’ phenome¬ 
na developing with four 
Llanwit First 

Independents and three 
individual independent 
candidates elected. Some 
independents who failed 
to get elected managed to 
get more votes than some 
of the candidates from 
the established parties. 

The turnout was 39 
per cent.

A TEDDY bear 
who performed a 
daring parachute 
jump last year in 
aid of the 
Samaritan’s Purse 
Operation 
Christmas Child 
appeal is set to 
repeat the feat this 
year - but strapped 
to a long-time 
friend! 

Aberfan Taff is a 
stuffed animal who was 
originally purchased by 
owner Donald Davies, 
of Cadoxton, to raise 
money for the families 
of those tragically lost 
in the Aberfan Disaster 
of 1966. 

After hitting the 
headlines last year for 
taking part in the event, 
he will now return with 
friend Roland Rat to 
perform a tandem jump 
as this year’s fundraiser 
at St Cadoc’s Church, 
Cadoxton. 

The jump will take 
place on May 20, and 
anyone who wants to 
lend their support and 
see their bear jump from 
the church tower is wel¬ 
come to come forward. 

Mr Davies explained 
to The GEM: “I bought 
Roland Rat over 25 
years ago while my wife 
was recovering from a 
serious heart operation 
in hospital. 

“I was visiting and 
walked around the 
shops there and because 
she was feeling down I 
bought it for her. She 
kept it, and ever since 
she died they have 
always sat on the bed 
together where she left 
them.” 

The operation is pro¬ 
fessionally executed. All 
bears are weighed for 
their parachute to be fit¬ 
ted and have to undergo 
a medical. Once passed, 
they perform the jump 
and children dressed as 
doctors and nurses are 
on hand to take ‘hurt 
bears’ to the ‘medical 
tent’. 

They then receive a 
certificate to say they 
completed the feat.

AM’s lung test

VALE AM Jane Hutt 
had her lung function 
tested to see how her 
result compared with 
someone with Cystic 
Fibrosis, to highlight 
the devastating 
impact of the disease 
for Cystic Fibrosis 
Week 2012. 

The event, held on 
April 26, and organised 
by the Cystic Fibrosis 
Trust, indicated to AMs 
first hand how Cystic 
Fibrosis damages the 


lungs. The average lung 
capacity for an adult 
with Cystic Fibrosis is 
just 65.1 per cent, com¬ 
pared to someone with¬ 
out Cystic Fibrosis that 
would achieve results of 
80 per cent or more. 

Ms Hutt AM 
achieved 119 per cent 
on their spirometry test, 
coming in first place 
amongst fellow AMs. 

She said: “I was 
delighted to attend the 
event to show my sup¬ 
port for the Cystic 
Fibrosis Trust. 

“Having my lung 
function tested has 
shown me how much 
more effort people with 
CF have to make just to 
take a breath. 

“I can see how ardu¬ 
ous the burden of treat¬ 
ment is to try to stop 
lung function from 
declining. 

“I hope as many peo¬ 
ple as possible take part 
in an event in their area 
during CF Week to help 
to raise awareness and 
fundraise for research 
and support for CF.”

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LDP was major 
factor behind 
disappointing 
election results 


T HERE’S no deny¬ 
ing that it was a 
disappointing 
night last Thursday at 
the count for the local 
council elections. 

Since that time, it has been 
pleasing to hear that the Prime 
Minister understands the con¬ 
cerns, frustration and expecta¬ 
tions of people here in the Vale 
and across the country. 

Local Conservative council¬ 
lors worked really hard over 
the last four years. In spite of 
gaining credit from auditors 
and a range of independent 
inspectors across health, social 
services and education, the 
wider political picture meant 
that they paid a very high 
price. 

There was a complex politi¬ 
cal picture here in the Vale. A 
Conservative/Lib Dem coali¬ 
tion at UK level; a Labour-run 
Assembly and a Conservative- 
run council. Working out who 
is responsible for what is not as 
straightforward as it may 
appear. 

Without question, the Local 
Development Plan (LDP) was a 
priority issue on the doorstep. 
The plan is demanded by the 
Assembly and directed the Vale 
Council to find space for 
10,000 new houses. 

As a result, the local council 
took the blame for something 
they didn’t want to do in the 
first place. The approach in 
England, dictated by UK 
Government is very different, 
^here imposing new building

on any community cannot take 
place in such a way. 

It will be interesting to see 
how the new council will 
approach this issue. Some par¬ 
ties talked about scrapping the 
LDP but in reality, this is not 
an option, according to the 
Welsh Government. 

People were also frustrated 
about the lack of money avail¬ 
able for local projects - new 
schools, roads, parks etc. 

Again, the local authority 
were hamstrung by the funding 
(or lack of it) provided by the 
Welsh Government. 

The Vale receives one of the 
poorest funding settlements of 
all local authorities across 


Wales. We receive £77 less per 
person than Cardiff and £188 
less per head than Bridgend. 

This is something that has to 
be addressed. Why do we have 
to pay more and receive less 
than other parts of Wales? 
Confused message 

The confused message from 
Westminster also didn’t help. 

Five months ago, David 
Cameron was at his highest 
level of popularity since 
becoming Prime Minister. This 
was at the time when he vetoed 
the EU treaty. 

What’s happened since? The 
Liberal Democrat partners were 
uncomfortable with this stand¬ 
point and, as a result, he had to 
row back somewhat. This 
caused confusion amongst the 
electorate. 

He should have stuck to his 
original position and pleased 
the country in standing up to 
Europe, rather than one sixth of 
the coalition. 

All governments need to 
focus on what really matters; 
the economy, health, education 
and skills, immigration and 
Europe. They need to work in 
support of each other to help 
overcome the national debt and 
the need for job creation. 

I will do all I can to support 
the Vale Council, whoever runs 
it, to gain a fair funding settle¬ 
ment, and hope that they will 
respond to the need for further 
efficiency gains and cost cut¬ 
ting to help reduce the impact . 
of the national debt. _^

Vale Flying Vet is jailed for 
breach of restraining order 


VALE Flying Vet Maurice 
Kirk has been jailed for 
nine months at Cardiff 
Crown Court and ordered 
to pay £1,000 costs 

By a unanimous verdict, Mr 
Kirk, 66, formerly of St Donats, 
and currently domiciled in 
Brittany, was found guilty of 
breaching a restraining order by 
placing prohibited material on the 
internet. 

Prosecutor Gareth Evans said 
that last December at Cardiff 
Magistrates Court, Mr Kirk was 
convicted of harassing forensic 
psychiatrist Tegwyn Williams. 

District Judge John Charles 
made a restraining order prohibit¬ 
ing Mr Kirk from contacting Dr 
Williams, and from disseminating 
any material relating to him. 

He was also banned from plac¬ 
ing any information concerning 
Dr Williams on the internet, and 
was banned from going to Dr 


Williams’ workplace at the 
Caswell Clinic, Bndgend. 

Mr Evans said Mr Kirk 
declined to be present when the 
order was made. He was personal¬ 
ly provided with the order in the 
cells. 

But, said Mr Evans, despite the 
order, he put material concerning 
Dr Williams on the website. 

“It was a blatant contraven¬ 
tion,” said Mr Evans. 

Mr Kirk was arrested in London 
and interviewed by the police in 
Cardiff on December 23, when he 
claimed he was not given a copy 
of the order. 

He told officers: “I knew noth¬ 
ing whatsoever about the order 
until today.” 

At the end of the prosecution 
case when Kirk was invited to 
give evidence, he lowered his 
trousers in the dock and Judge 
John Curran ordered him to be 
taken to the cells. 

A member of the public, a 


friend of Mr Kirk’s, who had been 
advising him during the case, said 
that because of his conduct, he 
was withdrawing his services. 

Mr Kirk refused to return to 
court, saying: “I want my brief 
and a doctor.” 

Judge Curran then drafted a 
document which was read to Mr 
Kirk by a member of the security 
staff, saying he could give evi¬ 
dence in his defence, call any wit¬ 
nesses he wished, and he could 
also address the jury. 

The judge said that if Mr Kirk 
continued to refuse to come to 
court, the case would continue in 
his absence. 

“I’m not having the trial 
rocess thwarted by Mr Kirk’s 
ehaviour,” said Judge Curran. 

Later, Mr Kirk sent a note to the 
judge saying he was not in a posi¬ 
tion to give evidence and wanted 
Dr Williams called as a witness.

FEELS A LITTLE BIT STALE! 


R eunited, and 
it feels so 
good... so 
sang Peaches and 
Herb, but as any¬ 
one who has attend¬ 
ed a school reunion 
will attest, realising 
that that horrible, 
ignorant school 
pupil who was in 
your class is now 
rich and successful, 
feels anything but 
good. 

The subject of 
reunions crops up in 
American Reunion, 
which sees the cast of 
the American Pie fran¬ 
chise hook back up 
again, 13 years after our 
first slice. 

This time around, the 
the guys and gals 
(among them Jason 
Biggs, Alyson Hannigan, 
Seann William Scott, 
and Eddie Kay Thomas) 
meet up again to see 
how their lives have 
changed from their 


teenage years, where 
hilarity will, no doubt, 
ensue... 

When American Pie 
hit cinemas in 1999, it 
went beyond mere 
extreme comedy, the 
mix of heart and charac¬ 
ters that were likeable 
and relatable making it a 
Porky’s for the pre-mil- 
lennial generation. While 
the two sequels slightly 
blunted the success of 
the first, American 
Reunion’s promise of 
seeing the old gang back 
together again was a 
more than appealing 
prospect. 

In actuality, the film 
certainly raises laughs-a- 
plenty, but as fond as it 
is to see where the char¬ 
acters have ended up 
more than a decade later, 
it can’t escape a feeling 
of being somewhat con¬ 
trived and reliant on 
jokes harking back to the 
original rather than cre¬ 
ating its own identity. 

What the film does 
best is in amping up just

has changed so much in 
the intervening periods - 
the parties wilder, the 
behaviour less restrained 
- with the gang looking 
on; the sense of time 
passing is felt acutely, 
teenage concerns of 
proms and underage 
drinking giving way to 
marriage and job crises. 

However, aside from 
a subplot which sees the 
boys anger a group of 
teens, the comedy tends 
to rely more on setpieces 
from yesteryear - so Jim 
has an embarassing 
mishap in the kitchen, 
the “This one time at 
band camp...” line is 
trotted out again, and the 
boys find themselves 
unwittingly caught up in 
events that spiral out of 
control. 

With Harold and 
Kumar... directors Jon 
Hurwitz and Hayden 
Schlossburg on duty 
here, there is no shortage 
of gross-out comedy 
moments on show, but 
while the pair show a 
more restrained eye than 
with their two most 
famous characters, there 
is nothing here to really 
get you excited, nothing 
that really sticks out in 
the memory, the film 
almost a victim of past 
successes. 

The cast (some of 
whom it’s fair to say 
were probably looking 
forward to a payday) all 
reprise their roles with 
ease, their turns fitting 


the characters and mate¬ 
rial like a glove; but the 
plaudits really go to 
Seann William Scott and 
Eugene Levy. 

Stifler is a character 
that lives long in the 
memory and here, 
William Scott’s foul 
mouthed hilarious turn 
really propels the film. 

While those around 
him have grown up, 
Stifler is still trying to 
party like it’s 1999, and 
his moments are by the 
far the funniest in the 
film, run close by Levy 
(arguably the breakout 
of the first film) who, as 
Jim’s widowed dad, 
enjoys a meeting with 
Stifler’s mum that raises 
laughs and touches 
hearts. 

With nostalgia such a 
big selling point, it isn’t 
surprising that we have 
been brought another 
slice of Pie; after all, to 
my generation, the origi¬ 
nal was as important as 
The Inbetweeners is to 
this one. 

But too much looking 
back and not enough 
looking forward is a 
dangerous thing, and 
that is what does for 
American Reunion ulti¬ 
mately - it is a film that 
puts too much emphasis 
on the past, and as nice 
as it is to catch up with 
Jim and the rest of them, 
there isn’t much fresh 
mileage. 

VERDICT: Not quite 
the comeback hoped for.

out. We’ve got lots of 
wild animals like geckos 
and pythons along the 
route for them to say 
hello to.” 

Sarah Edwards is an 
employee at the golf 
club, and also works at 
the Breast Centre in 
Llandough. She added 
that the walk would pro¬ 
vide a fun day out for 
families. 

She told The GEM: 
“As part of the fundrais¬ 
ing group, and as a mum 
of two, I suggested the 
Breast Centre organise 
an event that would be 
hugely fun for the whole 
family, but also really 
educational. 

“Children and parents 
will be wowed by the 
breathtaking scenery, 
but what’s even more 
special is the wild and 
wonderful creatures they 
will encounter on their 
walk. 

“Erom geckos and 
lizards to snakes and 
meerkats, this really is a 
walk on the wild side.” 

Golf club member 
Louise Case knows 
more than most how 
vital the care the Breast 
Centre provides is. She 
told The GEM about her 
struggle fighting the dis¬ 
ease. 

She said: “As a fairly 
fit and healthy golfer, I 
was shocked to discover 
a lump in my breast. 

“Initially, I had sever¬ 
al appointments over 
several weeks at the 
University Hospital out¬ 
patients department for a 
mammogram, biopsy 
and scanning before the 
diagnosis was finally 
confirmed. It was breast 
cancer, my worst fear! 

“Once the diagnosis 
was formally confirmed, 
I attended Llandough 
Hospital for a scan. Mr 
Moneypenny, a breast 
consultant, intended to 
remove the sentinel 
lymph glands as a slight¬ 
ly less invasive proce¬ 
dure than removing 
them all completely. 

“I then stepped onto 
the rollercoaster of two 
lots of surgery in 
October and November 


2009 at Llandough 
Hospital, then followed 
18 months of 
chemotherapy and 
Herceptin at Velindre 
Hospital. 

“The opening of the 
new dedicated unit at 
Llandough is without 
doubt a step in the right 
direction, and avoids the 
inconsistency of going 
between two hospitals. 
The new unit is a one- 
stop shop, which negates 
the need for appoint¬ 
ments over several 
weeks for mammo¬ 
grams, scans etc. 

“Having these proce¬ 
dures in one day avoids 
weeks of anguish and 
worry. 

“Although the diag¬ 
nosis of breast cancer is 
a devastating blow, I 
believe that the more 
personal touch of a dedi¬ 
cated unit helps. Eor me 
it was comforting to be 
able to walk through 
those doors and to know 
that everyone else there 
at least understood in 
some way how I was 
feeling.” 

She also backed the 
event, adding: “After 
talking with Sarah 
Edwards, we agreed that 
Cottrell Park nature trail 
would be a most excel¬ 
lent venue to host the 
‘Lengths for Life’ 
fundraising walk. 

“To that end, I would 
ask anyone young or old 
to please come and give 
your support and walk 
the full 4km, or just as 
much as you can man¬ 
age, in aid of the breast 
unit. 

“Although the unit is 
up and running, more 
money is needed for 
equipment and to assist 
with opening a dedicat¬ 
ed teaching facility.” 

Anyone can raise 
money for Lengths for 
Life through any means 
available, and the chari¬ 
ty will be there to sup¬ 
port you. 

“We set people their 
own challenge, whether 
they want to walk, run or 
have a charity rugby 
match,” Ms Simpson 
added. “We then help 
them with sponsor packs 
that include things like 
posters and sponsorship 
forms.

is a tough economic cli¬ 
mate currently and that 
is why we appreciate 
everything you can 
raise.

Vale Ramblers take to 
the coastal path 


Scouts transform school hall into Grand Prix! 

ON Sunday, April 
29, St Richard 
Gwyn High School 
sports hall was 
transformed into a 
racing track for one 
day only to host the 
Vale Scout District 
Go-kart Grand 
Prix. 

Scout Troops from St 
Athan, Llantwit Major 
and Cowbridge had for 
the last six weeks been 
busy building go-karts to 
the same basic specifica¬ 
tion. They were then 
given ‘carte blanche’ to 
add the finishing touch¬ 
es; go faster stripes and, 
in the case of St Athan, 
who were supported by B 
& Q, a dragster with 
flames! 

Approximately 60 uni¬ 
formed Beavers, Cubs 
and Scouts, together with 
leaders, and supported by 
parents and other family 
members, attended the 
exciting event which was 
preceded by a promise 
renewal ceremony. 

Everyone involved in 
Scouting renewed their 
promise in front of 
Simon Miskin, the 
District Commissioner 
for the Vale. 

Once the formalities 
were over, the teams 
headed for their pits to 
put on safety gear and 
prepare for the races. 

The first race was the 
‘Le Mans’ medley, which 
gave each section a 10- 
minute time slot to do as 
many laps as possible. 

The Beavers manoeu¬ 


vred the go-karts bravely 
around the track, the 
Cubs were a little more 
confident, charging 
around cheekily, and the 
Scouts sped their way 
around the track shouting 
and screaming their 
heads off! 

Immediately after the 
‘Le Mans’ medley was 
the ‘Grand Prix’, which 
was the best three push¬ 
ers and drivers from each 
section racing against the 
other groups. 

This time it was first 
over the winning line. 
Tension mounted as each 
section steadied their 
nerves trying to steer 
around the track without 
colliding with the safety 
bollards or any other 
karts. 

After a well-earned 
refreshment break of tea, 
coffee, squash, home¬ 
made cakes and crisps, 
the ‘Grand Prix’ was fol¬ 
lowed by relay races for 
all sections as well as a 
leaders’ race and a par¬ 
ents’ race. 

All races received lots 
of cheering and shouting 
from the leaders and par¬ 
ents as well as the other 
children not racing at that 
time. 

The roof was lifted off 
St Richard Gwyn High 
School for most of the 
afternoon, there was no 
shortage of competitive¬ 
ness! 

The races concluded 
and all that remained was 
the presentation ceremo¬ 
ny. Trophies were award¬ 
ed to the winning race 
teams and everyone 


received a certificate for 
taking part. 

Simon Miskin, 

District Commissioner, 
said: “Today has been a 
fantastic event which has 
really brought together 
Scouts from all sections 
across the Vale District. 
The Scout Troops should 
be applauded for making 
the go-karts, without 
them this event would 
not have taken place. 

“Everyone who took 
part today, both on and 
off the race track, is a 
winner, and should feel 
proud to be a part of 
Scouting in the Vale. 

“Subject to the District 
Committee’s agreement, 
and on the basis of such a 
successful and safe 
event, this was hoped to 
be an annual event.” 

There are Beaver 
Colonies (aged six- 
eight), Cub Packs (aged 
eight-10), and Scout 
Troops (aged 10-14) in St 
Athan, Llantwit Major 
and Cowbridge as well as 
an Explorer Unit for 
Scouts aged 14-18. There 
is also a new Beaver 
Colony starting in St 
Brides. 

All these groups rely 
on the support of parents 
and adult volunteers to 
make successful events 
such as the ‘Grand Prix’ 
happen.

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Volvo V60 travels through life 


SLOGANS are a useful way of 
remembering organisations. 

For instance, hearing the phrase ‘time 
well spent’ makes me think of the National 
Trust, while ‘the car in front’ pushes Toyota 
into your mind. 

Car manufacturers do love these phrases: 
BMW ‘the ultimate driving machine’ and 
Peugeot ‘the drive of your life’, for exam¬ 
ple. In fact, life plays an important part in 
such slogans as Volvo has chosen to also 
embrace it with ‘Volvo, for life’. 

Driving the Volvo V60 D3 Ocean Race 
estate certainly does handle all aspects of 
life, whether it be the arduous motorway 
commute, trips to the tip or much more 
enjoyable family times. 

As you might expect,, safety is at the 
forefront of this vehicle. There’s the Blis 
(blind spot) safety alert on the wing mirrors 
that’s unavailable on most cars. This is trig¬ 
gered when the Volvo travels at a reason¬ 
able speed and there is a hidden car that 
might have escaped the driver’s attention. 

Dash past in the outside lane, and it 
rarely notices other vehicles on its left, 
unless they are high sided lorries. 

If an obstacle appears that the car does¬ 
n’t expect, a red light on the dash in front of 
the driver flashes to the accompaniment of 
a blaring siren, which is utterly frightening 
and I feel, uncalled for. 

Where I live, there are some traffic lights 
on a right hand bend and as you travel past, 
the Volvo’s radar senses them and all hell 
breaks loose. Thank goodness no passen¬ 
gers of a sensitive disposition were travel¬ 
ling with me on that occasion. The same 
can happen if a car pushes its way in front 
of the Volvo, which has greater value. 

Refreshingly, cruise control doesn’t can¬ 
cel out when changing gear as is usually the 
way in most other cars. 

Volvo claims that up to 90 per cent of 
accidents are caused by distraction, and that 
half of all drivers hitting a car from behind 
do not brake at all. 

To combat this, the V60 is equipped with 
a useful function that measures the distance 
of the car in front, keeping the Swede a safe 





distance behind. The gap can be increased 
or decreased by the driver. This works espe¬ 
cially well for motorway cruising, automat¬ 
ically and smoothly braking and accelerat¬ 
ing as required. 

However, this function does cancel out at 
speeds under 20 mph or so, as it is linked to 
the cruise control. This really could do with 
improving, because accidents do occur 
while driving at low speeds, too. 

I can see how this function could be used 
to prevent many low speed collisions, if 
only it worked at such speeds. 

In torrential rain the radar gets blocked, 
cancelling out the cruise control. 

A well-insulated cabin ensures that there 
is only a hint of a rattle from the two-litre 
diesel unit on start up and from then on you 
don’t notice. 

It’s fantastically fuel efficient, too - 
around 700 miles on its 67.5 litre tank. Auto 
stop-start aids this frugality, although like 
its driver, this function gets bored after five 
minutes and restarts. 

How do I know this? I have been stuck in 
recurring roadworks for the past week that 
regularly exceed five minutes and continue 
for more like 20 minutes. When finally out 
of the jams, the V60 will confidently travel 
at speed, providing great enjoyment on 
clear country lanes. 

It is also fitted with Volvo’s e-Drive 
mode, which further helps economy. The 
six-speed box is pleasing to use, although 
on occasions it can be indecisive when 
choosing second gear. 

The sat nav alerts the driver to the fact 
they’re entering the London congestion 
charge zone, but this needs updating as it is 
free on weekends or public holidays. 


The V60 is a comfortable executive 
express, equipped with quickclear wind¬ 
screen demisters and heated front seats. 

All the usual luxuries are included, such 
as electric windows and air con. The dash¬ 
board is similar to that of an Alfa Romeo 
because it is angled in the driver’s favour, 
much to my wife’s disappointment. The 
radio reception could be stronger. 

Externally, the V60 is a curvaceous 
beauty - Volvo has taken the old V60 and 
rounded off the edges with great success, 
producing a very fashionable and sought- 
after cool estate car. 

However, there are some blind spots, 
making it feel a little cumbersome on occa¬ 
sions, mainly when manoeuvring and 
reversing, but its safety systems help with 
this. 

Unlocking the car is simple - as long as 
the driver has the key on them. The Volvo 
intelligently recognises this fact and all you 
have to do is place a hand on a door handle 
for it to open. This is a much appreciated 
feature during April showers, as it means 
you get in the car very quickly without the 
usual faff associated with car keys. 

If the driver has the key on them there’s 
no need to insert the key in the dash to start 
the car. Instead just put your feet on the 
clutch and brake and push the start button 
and it fires into life. 

There isn’t a traditional handbrake; 
instead a switch on the right of the dash - 
you just push it down to unlock or engage, 
but there is a slight delay. The wing mirrors 
automatically fold when it’s locked. 

Parkers, the car experts, say: “Volvo is 
best known for large and practical estates 
and the V60 remains the core model for the 
manufacturer - a modem version of its 
archetypal load carrier.” 

As you would expect the V60 is a splen¬ 
did driver’s car loaded with safety features.
